*'  ISAAC  WATTS,  fays  Dr.  Johnfon,  was  born  July  17, 
ri674.,  at  Southampton.

Ifasc,  the  eldeft  of  nine  children,  was  given  to  books  from  his 
infancy  ;  and  began,  we  are  tcld,  to  learn  Latin  when  he  was 
four  years  old,  I  fuppofe  at  home.  He  was  aiterw.ards  taught 
Latin,  Greek,  and  Hcbrev/,  .by  Mr.  Pinhorne,  a  .clergyman^ 
j;i:i2ft€r  of  the  free-fchool  at  Southampton,  to  whom  the  grati- 
tude of  the  fcolar  afterwards  infcribed  a  Latin  ode — His  pro- 
iicicrt  y  at  fchool  was  fo  confpicuGus  that  a  fubfcription  was 
proposed  for  l^is  fupport  at  the  univerCiy  ;  but  he  declared  his 
refolution  to  take  his  lot  with  the  di^Tenters.— — He  was,  as  he 
hints  in  his  mifcellanies,  a  maker  of  verfes  from  fifteen  to  fifty* 
, — His  n^ethod  of  fkidywas  to  imprefs  the  contents  of  his  hocks 
.aipon  his  memory  by  abridging  them,  and  by  i-r.terleaving  them 
to  amplify  one  fyflem  with  fupplements  from  another. — He  died 
on  the  25th  of  Nov.  1748,  in  the  fevcnty  fifth  yrar  of  his  age. 
—  Few  men  have  left  behind  fuch  purity  of  character,  or  fuch 
iT^onuments  of  laborious  piety.  He  has  provided  inftruction  far 
all  ages,  from  thofe  who  are  lifping  their  fii.ft  It  Rons,  to  the  en- 
iightentd  readers  of  Malebranche  and  Locke  ;  he  has  left  nei- 
ther corporeal  iwr  fpiritual  nature  unexamined  ;    he  has  taught

IF  the  obje£l  of  the  farmei  (lays  Dr.  George  Logan)  m 
fowing  flax  is  to  procure  good  ked,  hr  Ihouldfow  but  one  bufhel 
to  tlie  acre.  If  to  procure  an  abundant  crop  of  good  flax  for 
line  linen,  he  (hould  fow  at  lead  two  bufliels  of  feed  to  ibe  acre. 
Weeds  are  vt*ry  pernicious  to  a  xrop  of  flax — to  destroy  the 
^oots  and  feeds  of  weeds  in  the  ground,  would  ic  not  be  advifa- 
bie  to  cover  the  field  with  dry  leaves  or  flraw,  which  being 
burnt,  the  fire  would  deftroy  all  vegetation  near  the  furf^cc,  and 
the  flax  feed  being  fown  immediately,  the  afhes  left  on  the 
ground  might  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  crop  of  flax.  The 
farmers  in  Holland,  if  poflTible,  never  fow  flax  but  in  a  rich  clay 
foil,  having  a  tendency  to  being  wet.  A  light  frofl  is  found  to 
injure  but  little,  whilft  early  fowing  enfures  a  greater  quantity 
cf  lint,   and  of  a  better  quality,  than  if  fown  late. 

In  Fhnders  and   Holland  flax  is  generally  water  rotted — I 

am  fufficiently  fatisfied  with  the  method  of  grafs-rotting  fl  x 

the  frequent  fhowers  of  rain,  and  the  heavy  dews  to  which  our 
climate  is  fubj^fl  in  the  month  of  Auguli,  may  render  water 
rotting  lefs  nectfTary  than  in  Europe — Whilfl  grafs  rotting,  the 
;fiax  fhould  be  frequently  turned,  in  order  to  preferve  an  unifor- 
mity in  it  when  dreffed  and  manufaftured  into  thread. 

Dr.  Logan's  Addrefs  to  the  Farmers  of  the  U.  S. 

With  refpea  to  Wool,  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  are 
-reproachably  negligent.  The  fame  ftock  of  fheep  which,  under 
carelefs  management,  fcarcely  produce  wool  fufficient  to  pay 
the  expence  of  keeping,  will  produce  double  the  quastity  and 
of  a  fuperior  quality,  if  the  fheep  are  properly  taken  care  of, 
particularly  during  the  winter^  ibid. 

A  mofl  excellent  method  of  making  Butter,  as   now  praaiced 

in   England,  which  efftdually  prevents  its  changing  and 

becoming  rank. 

THE  dty  before  churning,  fcald  the  cream  Iti  a  clean  iron 
Jcettle,  over  a  clear  £re  taking  care  that    it  does  not  boil  over* 

As  foon  as  it  begins  to  boil,  or  is  fully  fcalded,  ftrain  it, 
when  the  particles  of  milk,  which  tended  to  four  and  change 
the  butter,  are  feparated  and  left  behind.  Put  the  velT^l  into 
-which  it  was  drained,  in  a  tub  of  water,  in  a  cellar,  till  next 
morning,  when  it  will  be  ready  for  churning,  and  becofne  but- 
ter in  lefs  than  a  quarter  of  the  time  required  in  the  common 
method.  It  will  alfo  be  hard,  with  a  peculiar  additional  fweet- 
nefs,  and  will  not  change.  The  labor  in  this  way  is  lefs  than 
the  other,  as  the  butter  comes  fo  much  fooner,  and  faves  fa 
much  labor  in  working  out  the  butter  milk.  By  this  raethoi 
good  butter  ^juay  be  had  in  the  hotteft  weather.

iTnited  States  of  America, 


The  CONSTITUTION  framed  for  the  United  Staffs  of  /ImericA^hy,  a 
Cowvtntion  oj  Deputies  from  the  States  of  I\e-7V  Hemp/hire^  Miiffw 
chufeitit  Connedicaty  Neio  Tork^  New  ferfsj^  Pennjyl'vania,  D^a" 
nuare^  Maryland^  Virginia^  North  Carolinat  SouthCarolhiUi  Gecrgiaf 
at  a  Seffionbegvin  May  %$,  and  ended  September  lit  1787. 

WE,  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more 
peifedt  union,  eftahlifh  juftice,  inlure  domefLic  tranqaiiity, 
provide  for  the  common  deftnc^,  promote  the  general  weifare,  and 
It-cure  the  bleffings  of  liberty  to  ouvfelves  and  ou^  poileiii]',  do  cv 
dain  and  eflabiiiii  this  Conilitiition  for  the  United  States  of  Aiaeiica,, 

AETICLE    !•       SECTION    I. 

ALL  legislative  powers  herein  granted,  fhsl-  beveftcd  !na  Con- 
gress? of  the  United  States,  \yhieh  fliall  coniist  in  a  senate  lad  hcusc 
of  Representatives.  ' 

SECTION   II* 

I.  The  House  of  Representatives  (liall  consist  of  n-'ern'rers  choce.i 
every  second  year,  by  the  people  of  the  several  states ;  and  the  e'ec- 
torc,  in  eacb  state,  shall  have  the  qualifications  requisite -ior  eki^ors 
of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  state  Legislsture, 

a.  No  person  {hall  be  a  Reprefentative  who  Iball  rfot  hive  at- 
tained to  the  age  cf  tv/enly  five  year^,  and  been  seven  r^irti  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States ;  and  \?^ho  fhall  not,  when  ek  .t'-*3j  be  au  in-. 
habitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  fiiall  be  chosen* .    ^ 

3..  Representatives  and  drr^a  taxes,  fball  be  ap^nrtiOaed  arri<<r - 
the  several  states,  which  may  Ive  includtd  in  this  Uiuon,  accord;n 
to  their  resped-ive  numbers,  which  G)all  be  dfteimined  i  y  aodin - 
to  the  whole  nujnher  of  free  personal,  ii-chidlng  tho-^e  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  ta^c^d,  t'^v^r^ 
fiahs  of  all  other  pc-.^ons*  The  iidual  enuaieration  fli'Sir  be  t.n..- 
wiibin  three  years  after  the  firrt  meeting  of  the  Con^iees  of  th- 
United  States  ;  and  within  every  &ur>Gequent  term  of  ten  ?f=a.r5.  iu 
such  mannti-  as  they  ih-tU  by  hw  direcft.  The  nn^b'^r  of  rvo-e^-^^ 
tatives  (hail  not  exceed  one  for  eveiy  thirty^thousi;- :  :  rur^^c?!

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>  4  When  Vacsncles  happen  in  the  reprefentatlon  from  any  Rate,- 
the  executive  authority  theieof  fhall  iffue  writs  of  dedliona  todll 
fuch  vacancies. 

5.  The  House  of  Reprefentatives  fhall  chbofe  their  fpcakcr  and 
pther  clHcers  ;  and  fliail  have  the  fole  power  of  impeachment. 

r  SECTION    III,     ' 

K  I.  The  fenate  of  the  United  States  lliall  be  compofed  of  two  fe'' 
nators  from  e.<ch  ftate,  chofen  by  the  legiflature  thereof,  for  fix 
ytd.Ys  ;    and  ench  fenator  fliall  have  one  vote. 

'  a  Imnsediately  after  they  fhali  be  affembled  in  confequence  of 
Wac  firfi:  eledion,  they  flia!!  be  divided,  as  equally  as  may  be,  into 
jthree  claffes.  The  feats  of  the  fenators  of  the  firft  clafe  fhall  be  va- 
cated at  the  expiration  of  the  fecond  year  ;  of  the  fecond  clafs,  at 
the  expiration  of  lh€  fourth  year  ;  and  of  the  third  clafp,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  fisth  year  ;  fo  th^t  one  third  may  be  chofen  every 
fecond  year.  And  if  vgcancies  happen,  by  refignation  or  otherwife, 
during  the  recefs  of  the  legiflature  of  any  ftate,  the  executive  thereof 
may  m:,ke  terr.porary  appointments  until  the  ntxt  meeting  of  the 
'Lt-gia  iture,  which  [hall  then  fill  fi'.ch  vacancies. 

3.  No  perfon  fi] all  be  a  fenator  who  fi^all  not  have  attained  to  the 
l?<:e  of  thirty  yeais,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United 
^Utes  ;  and  \7ho  i]\^\  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that 
feate  for  v^hich  he  (h'.H  be  chofen- 

],-  4-  The  Vice  Prefident  of  the  United  States  Tnall  be  prffident  of 
j^ie  fenate  ;  but  fliall  h^ve  no  vote  unlcfs  ibey  be  equally  divided. 
.'    5.  The  feiiate  fl^all  choofe  their  other  ofiicers,  snd  alfo  a  prefident 
peotcn^pore,  in  the  ahftnce  of  the  vice  prefident,  or  when  he  ihail 
erercife  the  cffice  of  prefident  of  the  United  StatcR. 

6.  Tl;c  fenate  fhall  have  the  ^ole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  r?ttin?  for  that  pnrpofe,  they  fhall  be  on  oath  or  afFirination. 
When  ihe  prefident  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Juilice 
^lall  prefide,  ?.nd  no  psri^os  fliall  be  convicted  witheut  the  concur- 
knee  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  preHsnt, 

'    7.  JMdgmcot,  in  cafts  of  impeachment,  fliall  not  es'end  further 

than  to  lemovaVfrcm  ffBce,   and  difqualiticawon  to  hold  and  enjoy 

fer^y  ctUce  of  honor,  «ruft,  or  profit,  u'lglt^r  the  United  States.     But 

fce  party  convidled,  fnaf!  neveitiieleffi,  be  liable  and  fuVjc6  to  India:-

r^  The  lirr.e?,  p'acee,  and  manner  of  holding  eledipns  for  Sena". 
hv-3  snd  K.fpreG.nt3tiv(»8,  fhell  be  prcfcribed  in  each  ftate  by  the 
Le.citiature  thereof;  But  the  Congiefs  may,  at  any  tinne,  by  bw, 
fri^-e  or  alter  fach  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  choofing 
^enaiors, 

t  ».  The  Conrrcfi  flia'l  3.T.mb'e  at  leaf,  once  in  every  year  :  ?ncf 
Vich  meeting  fhall  be  on  the  firft  Monday  in  I)ecer.^.ber,  unlefjthey 
h?.ll  by  law  appoint  a  different  dr>y. 

EEGTION    V. 

.  r.  Each  houfc  fiiall  be  the  judge  of  the  ett(?l:ion,  retyn«;  rnd  qnat* 
iiicaucnsof  itsown  members  ;  and  a  majority  of  each  fliail  coi.fh- 
ate  a  quorurti  to  do  bufinefs:  but  ,1  fmal'lar  nunbcr  may  adjoin' 
Kt$i  day  to  day,  and  may  be  aulhorlfed  to  compsl  the  attendance 
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of  abfent  members,  in  fucb  manner,   and  under  fach  penalties  a 
t^ach  houfe  may  provide. 

2'  Each  houlcmay  determine  the  ru'ej  of  its  proceedings,  punill; 
its  members  for  diforderly  behaviour  j  and,  with  the  concurrency 
of  two  thhdSi  expel  a  member. 

3.  Each  houfe  fhall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings)  and  froi? 
time  to  time,  publiili  the  fame,  excepting  fuch  parts  as  may  in  thcif 
judgment  require  fecrecy .:  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  a 
either  houfe,  on  any  queftion,  fhall,  at  thedefire  of  one  dfth  of  tiiop 
prefent,  be  catered  on  the  journal. 

4.  Neither  hoaie  during  the  feffion  of  Congrefs,  fiial!,  without  tbi 
confent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  thrte  days,  nor  to  an^ 
clher  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houfcsihall  be  fitting. 

ECCTIOK    VI. 

I.  The  Senators  snd  Reprefentatives  fliall  receive  a  compenfatiofl 
for  their  fcrvicea  to  be  afcertained  by  lav/  and  paid  out  of  the  treafur^ 
of  the  U.  States.  They  ftall,  in  all  cafes,  except  trcafon,  felony,  and 
breach  of  peace,  be  privileged  from  arreft,  during  their  attendanc^ 
at  the  fcHion  of  their  lefpedive  boufes,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  fame  t  and  for  any  fpeech  or  debate  in  either  lioufe,  thej 
lliall  not  be  queftioned  in  any  other  place.  , 

a.  No  Senator  or  Reprefentative  fnali,  during  the  tim&for  whic^ 
he  v.^as  eled^d,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office,  under  the  authoiitj 
of  the  United  Spates,  which  fhall  have  been  created,  or  the  emolu-^ 
fnents  of  which  fiiall  have  been  cncieafed,  during  fuch  time  .•  an^ 
noperfon  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States?  fliali  be  a  meia* 
ber  of  cither  houfe,  during  his  continuance  in  cfxice.  , 

SECTION    •\Ii 

1.  Ail  bills  for  railing  revenue  lb  all  originate  in  the  houfe  cf  Rf  pre^ 
fentatives  '  but  the  Senate  iliaij  propofe  or  concur  with  amendmcnti 
as  on  other  bills. 

a.  Eyery  bill  which  fhall  have  paiied  the  houfe  of  rcprefentativel 
and  the  fenate,  Ihall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  prefrnttd  to  th^ 
piefldent  of  the  United  States.  If  he  approve,  he  iliall  fign  it  :  bul 
if  not,  he  fhall  return  it,  with  his  objectioas  to  that  houfe  in  wliict 
it  fhall  have  originated,  who  fhall  enter  the  objeiiicns  at  large  ori 
-their  journai,  and  proceed  to  coniiJer  it.  If,  after  fuch  re  coLfide^ 
ratios,  two  thirds  of  that  houfe  Oiall  agree  to  pafs  the  bill,  it  fhulj 
be  feat,  together  with  the  objedions,  to  the  other  hcuie,  by  which 
it  fhall  likcvwife  be  reconfidereri  ;  and  if  approved  by  two  ihirds  ol 
that  houfe,  it  fliaiJ  become  a  law.  Ba*:,  in  all  fdch  cars'?!  the,  vote* 
of  both  houfes  (hall  be  determined  by  y.^as  and  nays  ,  and  the.  name$ 
of  the  pcrfons  voting  for  and  againft  the  hill,  fliHJl  be  e^ntered  on  the 
journal  of  each  hoiife  refptd^iveiy,  If  any  bill  (hall  not  be  returned 
by  the  prefident  within  ten  dsys  (Sundays  excepted)  sfter  it  fliali 
have  been  prefmted  to  him,  the  fame  Ihali  be  a  I:.w,  in  like  manner 
as  if  he  had  fivijed  it,  un'efs  the  congrefj:,  by  thrir  ai.-journ!nenti 
prevent  its  reiurn,  in  which  cafe  it  fl)rill  not  be  a  laiv, 

3    Every  order,  refalution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate  a:iJ  lioufe  of  Rcnref^ntatives  may  be  necelury  (excegl; 
on  a  queftion  of  adjcurnnient)  fhall  be  prefer.ted  to  the  PrM'ideat 
iiis  X^iiiced  Stales  ^  and,  ..bgfc.e Jtiis  toe  :iljall  take  e^^ct;  be  a 
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^TQ^'ed  by  h-m  ;  or,  being  dlfapproved  by  h-'ra,  fhall  be  repafled  bf 
' /.'O  thirds  of  both  hoQf?s,  according  to  the  ruics  and  limitations  prs;- 
•^Ciibed  in  tiie  cafe  of  a  bill* 

SECTION  viir. 
The  Cor.grefi  fhall  have  power — 

I  To  lay  and  colled  taxes,  duties,  impdfle,  and  excifes*  to  pay 
the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare 
of  the  United  Sfates :  but  ai!  duties,  inppofts,  and  exeifea  ihall  be 
uniform  throughout  the  United  States.

But  in  choofing  the  Prefident,  the 
vojea  Ihall  be  taken  by  States,  the  leirefentation  from  each  State 
hr.viag  dne  vote  j  a  quorumfor  this  pjr^ofe  (hall  confift  of  a  mem- 
ber or  members  from  tvvo  thirds  of  the  Sji-ites,  and  a  maiority  of  aU 
the  States  fhall  be  necefiary  to  a  choice.  In  every  cafe,"'  after  the 
cholc^of  the  PrtfiJent,  the  perfon  having  the  gi-eatt/l  number  of 
vott-soiihe  eL^dtois  ,  TiiaiJ  be  the  Vice-Prefi'ient.  — But  if  there 
ilull  remain  tvyj  or  more  who  have  f;qur.I  vote8,^tlie  Senate  iii^l 
'-choofe  from  them  by  ballot  the  Vice  Prefident.
